SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  of  Bethlehem: 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  or  summary  of  the  work 
and  needs  of  the  Bethlehem  schools.  This  work  and  all  that  we 
need  starts,  carries  on  and  ends  with  the  welfare  of  the  children  from 
the  six-year-olds  who  start  at  the  beginning  to  the  eighteen-year-old 
young  men  and  women  who  are  completing  a  high  school  course. 
Many  of  our  children  are  now  in  school  for  twelve  years  As  duly 
elected  or  appointed  school  officials  we  have  to  accept  this  responsi- 
bility. Our  real  problem  then  is  not  buildings,  transportation  or 
materials,  but  live  growing,  developing  youngsters  who  will  soon  be 
men  and  women  taking  their  places  of  responsibility  in  town,  county 
and  state  affairs. 

Consideration  of  administration,  management  and  school  costs 
must  start  from  and  continually  center  around  the  needs  of  the  chil- 
dren both  individually  and  collectively.  Many  of  our  people  feel 
that  our  school  costs  are  too  heavy,  especially  so  when  compared  to 
school  expenses  twenty-five  years  ago.  This  difference  is  explained 
by  the  higher  standards  of  living  which  demand  a  longer  school  year 
and  twelve  years  in  school  rather  than  five  to  eight  that  met  the 
standards  of  the  earlier  period.  The  average  cost  per  pupil  in  Beth- 
lehem for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1930,  was  in  the  elementary 
schools  88.91,  state  average  for  elementary  schools  $84.00.  A  little 
more  than  half  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  New  Hampshire  spent 
less  per  pupil  than  Bethlehem.  The  high  school  cost  per  pupil  was 
about  $125.00  above  the  state  average.  Bethlehem's  total  expendi- 
ture for  all  school  purposes  per  pupil,  per  $1,000.00  of  valuation,  is 
$5.78  against  a  state  average  of  $10.24.  Among  the  244  towns  in  the 
state  maintaining  schools,  Bethlehem  stands  number  23  in  the 
amount  of  expenditure  for  schools  compared  to  the  total  valuation  of 
the  town.  In  other  words  221  towns  in  New  Hampshire  spend  more 
money  per  pupil  compared  to  their  valuation  than  Bethlehem. 

Five  of  our  nine  teachers  this  year  are  beginners.  Miss  Smith  of 
the  high  school  staff  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, class  of  1930.  Mr.  Orton,  also  of  the  high  school,  graduated 
from  the  four-year  commercial  course  of  the  Salem  Massachusetts 
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Normal  School.  Miss  Kirkpatrick,  grades  3  and  4;  Miss  Morin,, 
grades  1  and  2  and  Miss  Kelly,  Bethlehem  Junction,  graduated  from 
the  two-year  elementary  course  at  the  Keene  Normal  School. 

Books  and  all  school  supplies  have  been  furnished  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  meet  all  reasonable  needs.  Owing  to  the  increased  num- 
ber in  the  high  school  the  total  cost  on  these  items  will  be  somewhat 
larger  than  usual.  The  new  seats  and  desks  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  room  and  the  high  school  have  been  greatly  appreciated 
and  have  added  to  the  general  well-being  of  the  school. 

Health  work  is  being  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Page 
and  the  school  nurse,  Miss  Bryant.  Through  the  generosity  of  the 
Woman's  Club,  Red  Cross  and  individuals,  together  with  the  co- 
operation of  parents,  the  common  childhood  defects  in  eyes,  teeth  and 
throat  are  being  corrected.  Miss  Bryant  has  been  especially  suc- 
cessful in  helping  undernourished  and  underweight  children.  Here 
again  we  are  indebted  to  the  Woman's  Club  for  assistance  in  pro- 
viding milk  for  mid-forenoon  lunch  where  needed. 

The  Headmaster's  report  shows  a  larger  enrollment  in  the  high 
sichool  but  the  elementary  is  less,  so  that  the  total  enrollment  for 
this  year  will  probably  be  smaller  than  the  past  year. 

The  need  for  a  new  school  building  is  greater  even  than  last  year. 
A  careful  study  shows  that  a  building  capable  of  accommodating  the 
children  of  the  entire  district  for  the  present  and  as  far  as  we  can 
see  for  the  future,  could  be  constructed  and  equipped  at  a  cost  not 
to  exceed  $100,000.00.  Provision  could  be  made  for  this  expendi- 
ture, by  a  bond  issue,  payments  to  cover  a  period  of  twenty  years. 
The  necessary  interest  and  debt  payments  would  increase  the  tax 
rate  about  $2.80  per  $1,000.00. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  the  headmaster,  teach- 
ers, members  of  the  school  board,  and  all  who  by  their  sympathy  and 
interest  have  helped  make  the  work  not  only  successful  but  very 
pleasant.

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HEADMASTER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  third  annual  report. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  1930-31  to  date  is  137  pupils. 
Of  this  number  48  are  registered  in  the  high  school.  It  is  most 
gratifying  to  report  a  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  at- 
tending and  graduating  from  the  high  school  during  the  last  four 
years.  During  the  year  1927-28,  there  were  28  pupils  in  the  high 
school,  with  one  graduating;  the  following  year  the  number  regis- 
tered increased  to  32  pupils,  with  four  graduating.  Last  year  the 
enrollment  again  increased  to  38  pupils,  with  five  graduating,  and 
this  year  there  are  48  registered  and  indications  that  eight  pupils 
will  graduate  in  June  of  this  year. 

The  children  of  Bethlehem  are  increasingly  taking  advantage  of 
the  opportunity  of  securing  a  high  school  education.  Three  mem- 
bers of  the  class  of  1930  have  gone  on  for  further  training  in  post- 
secondary  schools. 

Results  from  the  tests  sent  out  by  the  Department  of  Education 
showed  that  the  senior  class  of  this  school  was  above  the  State  stand- 
ard and  State  median  in  Intelligence,  Silent  Reading  and  English, 
these  being  the  only  tests  administered  by  the  State. 

Extra-curricula  activities  are  of  the  non-athletic  type,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  outdoor  games  in  the  fall  and  spring. 

The  teachers  and  a  large  majority  of  the  pupils  have  shown  a  co- 
operative attitude,  which  has  made  the  year  most  pleasant  and  suc- 
cessful.
